DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach a detector circuit apparatus 
particularly defined by characteristic of the means for compensating for possible 
differences between the ring core transformers being formed by a common winding 
surrounding the two ring cores, the common winding detecting a possible error signal 
used in a negative feedback loop which automatically seeks to establish an equilibrium. 

These features in combination with the other elements of the claim are neither 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The claims 2- 6 depend from the claim 1, they are allowed for the same reasons.
